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Italy  and  the  United  States  are  the  world's  leading  producers 
of  lemons.     World  production.' averaged  ahoutt -22, 500, OOO  "boxes  for  the 
10  years  ending  with  1936,  "but  tended  slightly  downward  because  of 
the  smaller  crops  in  Italy.     From  1952  to  1936,  production  in  Italy 
averaged  12,200,000  "boxes  compared  with  12,800,000  in  the  preceding 

5  years.     With  an  area  of  around  136,000  acres  of  lemon  trees  in 
1956,  however,   Italy  continues  to  "be  the  largest  producer  and  ex- 
porter of  lemons  and  lemon  uroducts. 

Production  of  lemons  in  the  United  States  is  increasing.  The 
domestic  industry  is  almost  wholly  within  California  where  61,200 
acres  were  in  lemon  trees  in  1956.     Production  in  California  incrersec. 
from  an  average  of  5,800,000  boxes  in  the  5  years  1927-31  to  3,100,000 
boxes  in  the  next  5-year  period. 

Spain,  the  world's  most  important  orange  producer,  is  of 
secondary  importance  as  a  producer  cf  lemons.     Production  in  that 
country  averaged  1,500,000  "boxes  in  the  5  years  1932-36  compared  with 
1,550,000  "boxes  in  the  preceding  5-year  period.     Lemons  also  are  ^re- 
duced in  a  number  of  other  countries,  most  important  of  which  are 
Brazil,  Australia,  Syria,  G-reoco,  and  the  Union  of  South  Africa.  Of 
those  the  only  producer  of  commercial  importance  is  Syria.,  but  pro- 
duction is  increasing  -  particularly  in  Australia,  Greece,  Palestine, 
Cyprus,  and  Argentina.  .  It  does  net  appear  likely,  however,  that  the 
increasing  production  in  these  countries  will  result  in  an  export 
surplus  of  significant  proportions  in  the  next  5  years. 

Production  and  plantings  of  lemons  in  principal  countries  are 
shown  in  tallies  on  pages  6,  8,  and  9. 

World  exports  decline 

Experts  of  lemons  from  the  principal  exporting  countries  of 
the  world  averaged  8,050,000  "boxes  from  1952  to  1955  compared  with 
8,450,000  "boxes  in  the  previcus  5  years.     The  slight  downward  trend 
is  chiefly  explained  by  a  decline  in  exports  from  Italy  caused  by 
reduced  production  and  the  effect  :f  the  economic  sanctions  which 
affected  Italy's  experts  from  about  October  1955  to  June  1957.  Ex- 
ports in  1957  totaled  5,986,000  boxes.     The  outstanding  importing 
countries  are  the  United  Kingdom  and  Germany.     See  tables  on  pa.ges 

6  and  7. 

Italy  is  by  far  the  most  important  lemcn  exporting  country. 
From  1927  through  1957  Italy  supplied  abeut  35  percent  cf  the 
world  exports  of  fresh  lemons,  or  an  average  of  7,000,000  "boxes  a. 
year.     Exports  from  Spain  averaged  570,000  "boxes,  exports  from  the 
United  States  506,000  "boxos  and  exports  from  Syria  245,000  bcxes. 
Exports  from  other  countries  were  small  but  the  experts  from  Palestine, 
Union  of  South  Africa,  and  Syprus  show  a  definite  upward  trend.  Ex- 
ports of  lemons  "by  principal  countries  and  world  trade  in  lemons  are 
shown  in  the  tables  on  pages  6  and  7.

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Production  trend  upward  in  United  States 

Lemon  production  in  the  United  States  has  "been  on  .an  upward 
trend  since  the  industry  first  became  of  importance  in  California 
in  the  early' '1900 1  s.     Since  only  two-thirds  of  the  lemon  trees  of 
that  State  were  in  full-bearing  in  1937,  production  may  he  expected 
to  increase  for  a  number  of  years.     The  small  quantities  of  lemons 
produced  in  other  states  -  chiefly  in  Florida,  Texas,  and  Arizona  - 
are  largely  consumed  locally.     See  tahle  page  9. 

Exports  from  United  States  show  increase 

Exports  of  lemons  from  the  United  States  showed  a  sharp  in- 
crease in  the  1935  and  1936  seasons,  with  unusually  heavy  exports  to 
Europe,  particularly  to  the  United  Kingdom.     This  movement  was  ac- 
counted for  largely  by  the  cessation  of  lemon  exports  from  Italy  to 
certain  European  countries  while  the  war  in  Ethiopia  was  in  progress. 
Exports  from  the  United  States  to  Europe  in  1937  were  small;  however 
the  total  export  movement  to  all  countries  of  256,000  boxes  was  ab>out 
average . 

The  principal  outlet  for  American  lemons  is  Canada,  although 
small  quantities  are  exported  to  many  other  nearby  countries  and  to 
the  Ear  East.     The  principal  markets  in  addition  to  Canada  are  Japan, 
China,  the  Philippines,  and  New  Zealand.     Exports  continue  throughout 
the  year  hut  the  heaviest  movement  takes  place  (Soring  the  spring  and 
summer.     See  tahles  on  pages  10  and  11. 

United  States  imports  small 

United  States  imports  of  lemons  hove  declined  from  an  average 
of  730,000  boxes  in  the  5-year  period,   1927-31,  to  67,000  boxes  in 
the  1932-36  period.     The  decline  in  imports  is  explained  by  the  in- 
creasing production  in  the  United  States,  which  resulted  in  lower 
prices,  and  to  the  increase  in  the  duty  on  imported  lemons  in  1930 
from  2  cents  to  2\  cents  per  pound.     Italy  is  the  chief  source  of 
imports.     See  tables  on  pages  12  raid  13. 

Lemon  oil  imports  also  have  declined  sharply.     Imports  of  un- 
prepared citrus  peel  including  lemon  peel  were  larger  in  the  last  few 
years,  whereas  imports  of  prepared  peel  have  dropped.     See  tahles  on 
pages  14  and  15. 

Trend  of  production  in  Italy  downward 

Lemon  crops  in  Italy  in  the  past  3  years  have  been  considerably 
"below  the  average  of  12,764,000  boxes  produced  in  the  5-year  period, 
1927-31.     The  decline  in  production  is  attributed  chiefly  to  the  in- 
roads of  a  disease  called  "mal  sec go"  or  "drying  sickness . "    Loss  of 
trees  from  this  cause  has  become  progressively  more  serious  in  the 
past  few  seasons.     The  Italian,  government  has  been  unable  to  find  a 
successful  method  of  checking- the  disease.     Approximately  136,000  acres 
were  planted  to  lemon  trees  in  Italy  in  1936. 
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Exports  from  Italy  declining 

Experts  of  fresh  lemons  from  Italy  in  the  5-year  period, 
1930-35,  averaged  7,200,000  "boxes  which,  although  larger  than  the 
movement  in  either  of  the  two  preceding  5- year  periods,  was  "below 
the  exports  in  the  pre-war  period,  1909-13.     The  decline  in  exports 
in  past  few  years  is  largely  explained  "by  the  effect  of  economic 
sanctions  on  Italy  during  the  Ethiopian  war  and  the  smaller  crops 
of  the  past  few  years.     The  sanction  period  was  fron  October  1935 
to  June  1937. 

Germany  and  the  United  Kingdom  provide  the  most  important 
markets  for  lemons  from  Italy.    Other  important  markets  are 
Czechoslovakia,  France,  Switzerland,  and  Austria.    Exports  to  the 
United  States  have  declined  sharply  with  the  rapid  growth  of  the 
California  lemon  industry  in  the  past  25  years.     Exports  to  most 
other  important  markets  have  increased  in  the  past  decade. 

Lemons  are  exported  from  Italy  during  each  month  of  the  year. 
Winter  lemons  are  exported  from  about  November  to  April  and  "Verdelli" 
or  summer  lemons  from  May  to  October,   although  the  seasons  overlap 
somewhat.     Shipments  are  lightest  during  the  4-month  period,  July  to 
October.     Exports  of  lemons  from  Italy  are  shown  on  pages  16,  17, 
and  18. 

Experts  of  lemon  "by-products  vary 

The  volume  of  lemon  "by-products  exported  has  varied  markedly. 
The  trend  in  exports  of  citric  acid,  and  raw  lemon  juice  has  been 
upward,  whereas  exports  of  citrate  of  lime,  concentrated  lemon  juice, 
and  lemon  oil  have  declined.     The  change  in  the  exports  of  these 
by-products  is  chiefly  explained  by  the  imposition  of  trade  barriers, 
competition  from  other  producing  countries,  and  changes  in  consumption 
habits. 

Experts  of  citric  acid  averaged  only  104,000  pounds  in  the 
5-year  period,  1909-13,  but  from  1932  to  1936  the  average  reached 
3,656,000  pounds.     The  reverse  has  been  true  of  citrate  of  lime.  In 
the  pre-war  period  exports  averaged  12,477,000  pounds  compared  with 
2,788,000  pounds  in  1932-36.    Exoorts  of  raw  lemon  juice  jumoed  from 
an  average  of  2,000,000  pounds  in  1909-13  to  8,900,000  pounds  in  the 
latter  period  under  survey.     Lemon  oil  exports  declined  slightly  from 
1,009,000  pounds  in  the  early  period  to  971,000  pounds  in  1932-35. 
Exports  of  lemon  by-products  from  Italy,  and  exports  of  the  most 
important  citrus  oils,  are  given  in  the  tables  on  pages  19  and  20. 

Spain  important  as  summer  exporter 

Exports  of  lemons  are  made  from  Spain  the  year  around  but  they 
are  largely  concentrated  in  the  summer  and  fall  months,  from  July  to 
October,  when  supplies  from  Italy  are  at  a  low  ebb.     Out  of  a  total 
average  production  of  1,600,000  boxes  in  the  past  decade  about  600,000 
boxes  were  exported.     Sec  table  page  21. 
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Canadian  imports  chiefly  from  the  United  States 

Imports  of  lemons  into  Canada,  have  held  fairly  constant 
around  370,000  "boxes  a  .year  for  the  past  11  years.     About  two-thirds 
of  the  imports  have  come  from  the  United  States  and  the  "balance  from 
Italy.     Imports  are  fairly  uniformly  distributed  throughout  the  year 
but  heaviest  during  the  summer  months.     See  tables  on  pages  24,  25, 
and  26.  - ■  : 

LIMES 

West  Indies  and  Mexico  are  main  sources 

The  commercial  lime  industry  of  the  world  largely  centers  in 
the  West  Indies  and. Mexico.     Production  in  the  West  Indies  has  de- 
clined heavily  in  the  past  20  years,  due  to  tree  diseases  which  have 
caused  heavy  mortality  in  the  groves.     The  two  most  serious  diseases 
are  "red  root"  and  "withertip."     The  extent  of  the  injury  is  evidenced 
from  data  on  production  on  the  Island  of  Dominica/.     Here  the  crop  de- 
clined from  an  average  of  681,000  boxes  in  the  5-year  period,  1922-26 
to  about  90,000  boxes  in  1932-36.     Disease,  resistant  stock  is  now 
being  planted  and  production  is  again  on  the  increase. 

As  production  in  the  West  Indies  decreased,  Mexican ■  output  in- 
creased.    Production  in  Mexico  from  1932  to  1936  averaged  574,000 
boxes,  an  increase  of  33  percent  over  the  previous  5-year  average. 

Limes  are  produced  in  a  number  of  other  countries,  notably 
Egypt,  where  the  annual  crop  is  officially  reported  as  approximately 
5,000,000  boxes.'    Inasmuch  as  the  size  of  the  container  is  not 
definitely  known,  production  may  be  substantially  less  in  terms  of 
standard  boxes.     In  any  event,  limes  produced  in  Egypt  -  apparently  are 
largely  consumed  within  the  country. 

Production  by  principal  countries  is  shown  in  the  table  on 
page  28. 

Exports  of  lime  by- -products  decline 

Lime  by-products  are  largely  produced  in  the  British  West 
Indies,   although  in  recent  years  several  by-products  plants  have 
opened  in  Mexico.     Because  of  the  declining  production  of  fresh  limes 
in  t he  West  Indies,  the  output  of  lime  by-products  also  has  been  re- 
duced.    The  principal  products  are  raw  and  concentrated  lime  juice 
.and  lime  oil.     See  table  page  29- 

Production  in  the  United  States  increasing 

Limes  are  produced  in  most  of  the  citrus  producing  states  of 
the  United  States-.     The  industry  is  of  commercial  importance,  how- 
ever,  only  in  Florida  and  ■California,     production  in  Florida  has  been 
estimated  for  a  long  series  of  years  but  no  official  estimates  are 
available  for  California.     Florida's  crop  in-  the  early  1920' s  totaled 
around  35,000  boxes  a  year  but  dropped  to  an  average  of  only  10,000 
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boxes  in  the  10-year  period  from  1925'  to  1935.     There  is  every  in- 
dication that  a  substantial  increase  may  he  expected  in  both  Florida 
and  California  in  the  next  decade.     In  1936  the  production  in  Florida 
was  45,000  boxes  and:it  jumped  to  110,000  boxes  in  1937.  Consumption 
has  been  stimulated  by  the  repeal  of  prohibition  and : the  adoption  of 
effective  distributing  and  sales  policies  by  handlers  and  growers. 
See  table  on  page  9, . 

Trend  of  imports  into  the  United  States  upward 

Imports  of  fresh  limes  into  the  United  States  have  snown  a 
rapid  increase  in  the  past  5  years,  although  the  total  is  not  very 
heavy.     Imports  from. 1932  to. 1936  averaged  82,000  boxes  compared  with 
68,000  boxes  in  the  previous  5-year  period.     Imports  in  1937  increased 
to  about  148,000  boxes.     About  80  percent  of  the  imports  in  the  past 
2  years  have  come  from  Mexico.     Various  islands  of  the  lest  Indies 
supplied  the  remainder.     The  months  of  heaviest  importation  are  from 
Juno . to  August,   inclusive.     Most  of  the  West  Indian  limes  enter  at 
New  York  City,  while  those  from  Mexico  usually  cross  the 'border  'at 
Laredo.     See  tables  on  pages  3l  and  32.
